Potential  Impacts  on  Physical  Environment 

(5)  Aesthetics:  The  State  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  & Disposal  law  and 

regulations  require  motor  vehicle  wrecking  facilities  to  be  shielded  from 
public  view.  No  junk  vehicles  may  be  visible  from  a point  six  feet  above 
the  centerline  of  any  public  road. 

The  applicant  plans  to  shield  a 1.9  acre  wrecking  yard  on  all  four 
sides  in  accordance  with  the  standards  found  in  Rule  16.14.202  ARM  with  an 
attractive  wooden  fence  at  least  ten  feet  high.  The  southeast  fence  height 
may  need  to  be  higher  than  ten  feet  to  shield  junk  vehicles  as  viewed  from 
Highway  200  headed  NW.  The  boards  of  the  east  fence  bordering  Highway  200 
will  not  be  gapped;  the  fences  on  the  other  sides  of  the  facility  may  be 
gapped  as  specified  in  Rule  16.14.202  ARM.  With  this  fencing,  junk  vehi- 
cles within  the  facility  will  not  be  in  public  view. 

The  applicant  plans  to  construct/decorate  the  east  fence  as  a "fron- 
tier town"  with  simulated  roofs  and  store  fronts.  Such  a fence  would  be 
even  more  aesthetically  pleasing  than  that  required  by  the  shielding 
requirements. 

The  facility  would  not  be  licensed  until  the  proper  shielding  is 
completed.  The  aesthetic  impact  of  a properly  screened  and  maintained 
motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility  should  not  be  significant.

Establishing  and  licensing  this  proposed  facility  should  have  a 
minor  positive  impact  on  the  above  criteria.  Additional  income  and 
employment  should  result  for  at  least  the  applicant.  Wrecking 
facilities  commonly  support  other  business  activities  such  as 
transportation,  communication,  advertising,  construction,  and  vehicle 
parts  and  repair. 

(10)  Demands  for  government  services 

A minor  increase  in  demand  for  governmental  services  may  result 
from  the  proposal.  As  with  any  business,  there  may  be  additional  need 
for  such  local  services  as  law  and  fire  protection,  water,  sewer, 
energy  utilities  and  solid  waste  disposal  facilities.  A minor  amount 
of  time  will  be  required  of  state  and  local  junk  vehicle  program 
officials  to  conduct  periodic  inspections  to  assure  that  the  facility 
is  maintained  and  operated  in  compliance  with  state  law.  These 
impacts  are  not  expected  to  be  significant.

The  Sanders  County  Commissioners  office  has  certified  that  local 
zoning  ordinances  do  not  prohibit  this  proposed  land  use  at  this 
location.
